WATER HAUL OVERCOME 
GREAT DISADVANTAGE 


Will Carry War Into Africa via 
P,G,E, and Canadian 
Northern, 


Vancouver, April 27,--Believing that 
the Pesce River extension of the 
Pacific Great Eastern is to meet the 
Edmonton, Dunvegan and British Col- 
umbia railway at the provincial boun- 
dary line in the Peace River district, 
thus providing a new connection with 
Edmonton and northern Alberta, Van- 
conver manufacturing and distribut- 
ing interests are looking forward to 
extending their sphere of trade into 
Alberta and even competing with Ed- 
monton in what might be considered 
the latter city’s home territory. 

The statement that the Edmonton, 
Dunvegan and British Columbia line 
will meet the Pacific Great Eastern 
extension at a point on the boundary 
line a short distance south of the 
Peace river is regarded here as of 
prime importance to all manufacturers, 
wholesalers and jobbers of Vancouv- 
er and district. Although the Alberta 
line into the Peace River district ts not 
to be finished till 1915 and the P. G. E, 
extension will probably not see traffic 
until towards the end of the follow- 
ing year, it 1s considered here that 
Vancouver has an excellent chance 
eventually of actually carrying the 
trade competitoin {into the enemy's 
camp, So to speak. 

It is claimed that goods in the 
first instance can be landed here after 
an water haul, probably via Panama, 
cheaper than Edmonton can get them 
on a long rail haul from the east. The 
Vancouver interests wil, according 
to this reasoning, be able to pay for 
the rail haul up the Pacific Great 
Eastern and still get into Alberta 
points via the Edmonton, Dunvegan 
and British Columbia line as cheaply 
as can the merchants of the Alberta 
capital. From this city to the boun- 
dary Hne In the Peace River block 
where the P. G. E. is to meet the Al- 
berta line, It is 810 miles, comprising 
480 miles to ort George and 330 miles 
from that point on the Grand Trunk 
Pacific te the meeting place with the

Thie' is practically twite the distance 
fron Edmonton to the same point, 
but it is thought that the expense of 
the longer haul can be overcome by 
reason of the cheaper rates into Van- 
couver by water so that manufactur- 
ers here claim that eventually they wil 
even be able to capture possibly 100 
miles of Peace River territory in Al- 
berta and get into the rich Grand 
Prairie section along the Smoky river. 
This is regarded as one of the best 
portions of the Peace River valley. 

“We will be under a slight handicap 
at this end on account of the fact 
that the Alberta road will be into the 
Peace River district and will touch 
the boundary line a year before our 
line does so,” commented a merchant 
this morning.

A PARTY WITHOUT 
A SINGLE THOUGHT 

The end of the third session of Parliament under the Borden 
administration is now in sight. The legislative achievements during 
three years of conservative government and the results of conserva- 


tive rule may now be fairly well gauged. For the balance of the 
present session there is no constructive legislation promised. With 


the voting of some $200,000,000 of supplies, the principal work | 


that remains to be done is the consideration of the Canadian Northern 
R ailway Aid pro} rosals. 

The record of the present session fs on a par with the record | 
of the two preceding sessions, in regard to paucity of constructive 
legislation and in regard to the lack of any real progress in the line | 
of Canadiart development either in national, international or imperial 
affairs. During the first the present government the 
principal items of legislation were the extension of the boundaries of 
Quebec, Ontario and Manitoba, and the Aid to Agriculture act appro- 
driating $10,000,000 over a period of ten years for agricultural | 
nstruction throughout Canada. In regard to the latter act the gov- 
ernment had the hearty support of the opposition in so far as the 
principle of the bill was concerned, although objection was taken 
to the violation of the constitutional practice of annual appropriations 
subject to the approval of parliament, In regard to the extension 
of provincial boundarie: the government acted practically along the 
lines already arranged by the Laurier administration after conferences 
with the various provinces. The only new feature was the gift 
of $2,000,000 from the federal treasury to Manitoba, thereby violat- 
ing the original basis of agreement among the provinces in regard to 
provincial subsidies from the federal treasury. 

In its second session the Borden government devoted its main 
energies to an attempt to pass the $35,000,00 contribution to the 
admiralty, It is sufficient comment on the re actionary character of 
that legislation to say that during the present session the government 
and its supporters have been discreetly silent about the contribution 
proposals, while the liberals are stil! willing and anxious to test the 
feeling of the electors on the issue, 

This session there have been two main features. The one is 
tariff revision upwards in the interests of a few of the manufacturing 
allies of the administration. The other feature, which is still to be 
developed, is the further aid to Messrs. MacKenzie and Mann, supple- 
menting the gift of $15,000,000 of last session.

Birthday of Grant Rot be 
Widely Observed Today. 

Ulysses Simpson Grant’ was born 
ninety-two years ago today in one of 
j}the two rooms of a rude frame house 
lin the village of Polnt Pleasant, O., on 
j the north bank of the Ohio, above Cin- 
| elnati. His father was a tanner, and his 
mother, born a Simpson, came of & 
Pennsylvania farming family of Eng- 
lish origin. 

A name was chosen for the future 
general and president by the simple 
expedient of writing several names on 
slips of paper, placing them in a hat, 
and drawing out two. The first slip 
drawn in this innocent lottery con- 
ducted by the honest tanner bore the 
name of “Hiram,” the second “Ulys- 
ses.” In his boyhood, when he hauled 
bark from the woods to his father's 
tannery, he was known to his chums 
as “Hy,” “Lys,” and “Lysses,” the lat- 
ter abbreviation being fixed by his 
parents, 

Grant’s name was to undergo other 
vicissitudes, however. When it was 
decided to send him to West Point to 
be educated for a soldier, his belong- 
ings were placed In a trunk which was 
}marked boldly with his initials, “H. U. 
G.” Young Grant, observing that his 
initials so glaringly displayed spelled 
the word “hug,” and realizing that this 
could not escape the attention of the 
| West Point wits, took the liberty of 
reversing the order of his names. He

|} substituted “U. Wf. G.,” and as Ulysses 
Hiram Grant he registered on the 
books of the military academy,

POLICY AFFECTS THE WEST 

One alarming indication of results of the policy of the Borden 
administration in catering first to the interests of its protected and 
privileged political allies, and neglecting the needs of the basic indus- 
try of agriculture, is seen in the figures as to immigration and land 
settlement since the present government assumed office. From. the 
year 1911 to the year 1913 tht increase in the number of immi- 
grants coming from the British Isles re been only 9 per cent. The 
decrease coming from the United States during that period has been 
20,000, These are the two classes of immigrants best calculated for 
settlement of the land either in Eastern or Western Canada. As com- 
pared with these figures there has been an increase of about 100 per 
cent. in the number of immigrants coming from Continental 
Europe. The great majority of these have gone to the cities. That 
is one reason for the present congestion of labor in urban centres with 
its consequent unemployment and distress. As a further consequence 
of this there has been a marked falling off in homstead entries in 
the three prairie province In 1911 the homestead entries totalled 
38,585, in 1912 the number was 35,226 and in 1913, 29,640, The 
number of pre-emptions in 19114 was 10,583; in 1912 it was 8.947 
and in 1913 only 6,483.

Otto, Deposed M Mad King 
of Bavaria, Is 66 Today 

Otto of Bavaria, the insane monarch 
who was deposed last November’ from 
the throne which he had nominally oc- 
cupied for 27 years, was born 66 years 
jago today. Long before he came to the 
throne Otto manifested symptoms of 
the mental derangement which has long 
afflicted the Bavarian royal family, In 
1870, when he had barely reached his 
majority, his actions were such as to 
cause him to be placed under restraint 
for a time, The greatest alienists of 
Murope were called in to minister to the 
stricken youth, and for a time they hop- 
ed that his intellect might be saved, but 
by 1886, when he became king In suc- 
cession to his brother, who drowned 
himself, Otto’s case was hopeless, Since 
then he has been confined in a palace- 
prison, On one occasion he escaped, 
but was soon found picking wild flow- 
ers in a field. 

Otto's brother and predecessor, King 
Ludwig, who died a suicide, was a 
strange compound of madness and gen- 
lus. He was ao poet of no mean ability, 
and passionately devoted to music. It 
was Ludwig who discovered Wagner 
and set the feet of the great Composer 
on the road to immortal fame, Ludwig 
refused to live in his capital, but spent 
his time in romantic mountain castles, 
remote from cities. It was his greatest 
joy to don golden armour and take long 
night rides on a milk-white steed, 
When his mind finally failed he was 
placed under the care of physicians, but 
escaped thelr vigilance and threw him- 
seli into the waters of Starnberg lake, 
Shortly before that tragedy the insane 
king had conceived a plot to abduct the 
present ItaHan king, then a youth in 
his ’teens, carry him to a mountain re- 
treat in bavaria and there hold him 
captive until King Mumbert agreed to 
restore Rome to the Pope, Thousands 
of otherwise sine men were enlisted 
with Ludwig in this conspiracy, and it 
might possibly have been carried out 
if the king had retained a semblance of 
reason for a Jittle longer time, 

When Otto was stripped of his royal 
rights last November, the throne went 
to Louis IIL, son of Prince Regent Lult- 
pold, who was the real ruler of Bavarig 
until his death In 1912, The present 
king is a cousin ds SEO Otto,

“Suoh Stuff 
as Dreams" 

The first case in legal annals in 
which a dream resultedi in the great- 
est arrest and conviction of murderers 
became a matter of court record In 
Vermont in 1819, although the case 
had a sequel, hereafter to be stated, 
that was even more remarkable than 
the dream itself. Ninety-five years 
ago tonight, April 27, 1819, a Vermont 
man named Boorn dreamed that Louis 
Colvin, a Manchester, Vt. man who 
had mysteriously disappeared Bix 
years earlier, came to his bedside and 
declared that he had beeen murdered 
and that Stephen and Jesse Boorn 
were his murderers. The spook, or 
apparition, or ghost of the murdered 
man cried aloud for vengeance on his 
slayers, and appealed to Boorn to 
see that Justice was done. The men 
accused by thee shade were nephews 
of the dreamer, but Boorn decided to 
lay aside family affection and ‘ell 
the authorities of his vision. The 
officers scoffed at his story, but Boorn 


persisted, and Stephen and _ Jesse 
were arrested and accused. At first 
they denied guilt, but soon broke 


confessed that they had 
Colvin. They were tried, 

guilty, and sentenced to 
death, but a short time before the 
date set for their hanging Colvin 
turned up alive and well, having spent 
the intervening time in New Jersey. 
When confronted with their supposed 
victim, the brothers admitted that 
their confession was false, but were 
unable to give any clear explanation 
of why they’ had admitted guilt of 
a crime which they had not committed. 
Willie Collins used this strange case 
as the basis for his novel, “The Dead 
Alive”

that for the 14 large public schools 
28 voluntary religious instructors give 
the teaching, in history and truths of 
the bible, and practical talks on morals, 
manners and ethics, It Js not desired 
that any creed should be taught, 

Professor Dyde, of Edmonton, laid 
the resolution before the Synod, urg- 
ing that truthfulness, modesty, cleanli- 
ness and moral living should be taught 
in the public schools, Moral instruc- 
tion was essential for the child and 
made for better men and women, He 
did net think that the examination on 
bible studies should be made impera 
tive, 

Some time ago a deputation watted 
pon the provincial government wilh 
regurd to religious teaching in the 
schools and were informed at that time 
that the government were quite willing 
that religious instruction should be 
riven providing the religious denom- 
inations would get together and agree 
upon some form, An effort was made 
to this end and it was then found that 
the Anglicans desired instruction on 
ihe lines of some definite faith, while 
the Baptists, believing in the absolute 
separation of church and state wanted 
nene, and the Methodists and Pres- 
byterians were in favor of the Lord's 
raver, Ten Commandments and the 
Apostles’ Creed being printed and hung 
in euch school, without any oral teach- 
inp 

It is probable that a renewed attempt 
will now be made following the resolu- 
tion of the Presbyterian Synod to get 
the religious people of the city together 
to agree upon the form which religious 
instruction shall take. The resolution 
of the Synod does not propose that any 
definite religious teaching shall be 
given, but only instruction in morals, 
and ethies, Whether this will be suit- 
able to the other demomination — re- 
inains to be seen, Up to now the An- 
wiicans have stood out for definite re- 
ligious teaching declaring that tinerals 
could not be property taught apare from 
religion,
